— Enlargem ent of its laboratory 
facilities for giving practical in­ 
struction 
in 
industrial lines has 
been made recently a t the A. and 
M. College of Texas through the 
installation of equipm ent for mak­ 
ing soap as a by-product of cot­ 
tonseed. 
This soap m aking 
equipment, 
consisting of a soap kettle, mixer 
and hydrogenation apparatus, was 
presented to 
the 
departm ent of 
chemistry and chemical engineer­ 
ing of the college by the Proctor 
it Gamble Company of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. 
Added to the complete cot­ 
ton seed oil and refining mill equip­ 
ment presented to the departm ent 
by the Texas Cotton Seed Crush­ 
ers’ Association last year, this new 
equipment gives the 
college the 
final apparatus necessary to carry 
cotton seed from the raw state 
through the various processes of 
cleaning, daunting, hulling, crush­ 
ing and pressing processes and the 
refining of the cotton seed oil into 
a hardened product by hydrogen­ 
ation and the using of the soap 
stock from the crude cotton seed 
oil for making soap. 
With such equipm ent the A. and 
M. College of Texas is the first and 
only institution of higher learn­ 
ing equipped for such work. 
The 
soap making equipm ent was fu r­ 
nished by the Proctor & Gamble 
Company at th© request of H. E. 
Wilson, chairman of the education­ 
al committee on cooperation with 
the college for the Texas Cotton 
Seed Crushers' Association. 
The chemical 
engineering stu­ 
dents will*bperate the coton seed 
oil mill during October and Novem­ 
ber under the direct supervision of 
specialist in each division of the 
work, sent to the college for the 
purpose by the Texas Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ Association.
